in Effect June 21 


Brokers "Loading Up" to 


Escape One-Cent Fed-

An interpretation from Washington 


is expected soon, but until it comes, 
there will be uncertainty over the 
new law. 


Prior to its enactment earlier in the 


week, oil men generally fought any 
idea of an additional levy on crude 
oil products, on the contention that 
state and municipal taxes already ef- 
fective make motor fuel one of the 
most highly taxed commodities in use. 


Now that the battle has proved un- 


availing, most oil men are worrying 
over whether the 15 days of grace al- 
lowed will permit evasion of the tax 
through loading up storage facilities 
available. 


Since the law, providing a one-cent 


tax on motor Tuel, was signed by Pres- 
ident Hoover, the refiners of the mid- 
continent have been swamped with 
orders. The movement is out of pro- 
portion to the seasonal demand. 


Most of the orders are coming from 


brokers, jobbeds and contract cus-' 
tomers, who are under agreement to 
take a specified amount, between lim- 
its, periodically.

WASHINGTON, D. C.-In addition 


to sharing in 30-odd other forms of 
taxes incorporated in the current tax 
bill 
to 
appropriate $1,119,000,000 to 


help balance the budget, the poor 
motorist, is made the object of four 
tax blows which aro designed to re- 
lieve him of from ?273,000,000 to ?275,- 
000,000. 


Beset as he is with state and gov- 


ernment taxes, license 
fees, gasoline 


taxes, personal property taxes, and 
a few other odd burdens, poor John 
H. Driver must pay, according to the 
new excise tax levies which go into 
effect June 20, an additional tax on 
his car and accessories, on the gas and 
oil he uses, and on the tires he buys. 


In gasoline, and registration fees 


alone last year, motorists of the coun- 
try paid $881,000,000 in taxes. Tha larg- 
est revenue item of the tax bill this 
year is aimed c.t gasoline, and u 1- 
eent tax on each gallon'is expected to 
bring u revenue of about $150,000,000. 


More Than Asked For 


Considering gasoline consumption 


last year, however, this amount should 
be increased by more than $14,000,000. 
as consumption in 1931 reached 16,- 
435.628.000 gallons. 


The second largest item in the tax 


bill directly concerning motorists is 
that which provided a tax of 3 per 
cent on automobiles, 2 per cent on 
trucks, and 2 per cent on accessories.

a "refiner or blender." It is conceded 
that the producer will in turn col- 
lect from the motor car operator. 


The producer likely will advance 


the grice all along the line between 
the <$oint that remits to the treasury 
department and the corner station, ef- 
fective June 21.

and brokers who do not manufacture 
gasoline, but who purchase it from the 
refiner and resell it. These are neith- 
er "refiners, compounders or blend- 
ers."

Last year .the average motorist paid, 


excluding property taxes, about J33 
in taxes. With the addition of the cur- 
rent four tax items, his tax bill may be 
iwelled by as much ns $13 n year. 


This can be seen in the following 


figures': . 


The $273,000,000 to be levied on mo- 


•torists will be distributed among about 
2C.OOO.OOO, persons owning' the 26,000,000 
motor vehicles in operation in the 
United States. Prorating this gives 
the approximate figure of $13. 


One item in the four motorists' tax 


bills will not influence the owners of 
old cars. This is the one providing 
for a tax of 3 per cent on passenger 
cars. 2 per cent on trucks and 2 per 
cent on accessories. This tax, of course 
can only be levied on new cars. 


In view of this situation, it is very 


likely that, the price of cars, now at 
the lowest level in years, will be in- 
creased considerably by manufacturers 
in order to make up this tax. This 
will directly place the tax on the nl- 
cady heavily-laden shoulders of the 
car owners.

tion of public funds. 


"With the power of the legislature 


thus limited, motives of the'law mak- 
ing bodies lo create costly programs 
arc permanently removed and the in-
